Parts of Connemara, in which .I have 
spent a week, are to this country what 
city slums are to the industrial aregs. 
possible to discover a 
stanaard of living so low as to surprise 
the stranger to such conditions, and to 
come upon instanc~c of extreme poverty. 
In both, periods of depression bring a 
need for organisec relief, and at such 
times the clergy and other social workers 
can make good rse of any funds that may 
be at their disposa for the assistance of 
the poor. Neither in city nor in country, 
however, does one take the existence of 
enduring slums as evidence of a general 
famine. 

That little preface seems necessary in 
order to give perspective for this writer’s 
view of distress in the West of Ire- 
land. Connemara contains many poor 
people who have always lived pre- 
cariously ; have looked for relief almost 
every winter, and have depended largely 
for many years past on the receipt of re- 


mittances from relatives in America. The. 


West, like other parts of the Free State, 
has felt the effects of the years of inter- 
necine strife and of post-war conditions in 
general. This year, in succession to a 
series of years of depression, there have 
occurred the loss of turf and a worse crop 
than usual of potatoes from the few inches 
of soil covering the rocky ground; and 
these things have made it harder for the 
very poor to eke out an existence. 


RELIEF MEASURES. 


Attention. was-ealled.to them in good 
time, and the Government made provision 


for the distribution of fvel and the com- 


mencement of reliel works. ‘The people 
appreciate these measures, which were 
timely and well-judgea, to me . the most 
pressing needs. They would be glad to 
see other measures (which I shall indicate) 
to enable them to improve their position ; 
but they are inclined to resent a renewal 
of old-fashioned charity methods, and the 
clergy and public men of Connemara are 
praying that the administration of relief 
will not undo the work of the last twenty- 
five years and throw the people back into 
the practices of pauperism, from which 
they had been raised. 


DISLIKE OF DOLES. 

‘‘ Employment will be useful: it is 
wanted,” thus spoke one after another of 
the responsible men whom I interviewed ; 
“but keep away aoles and gifts. If money 
is to be placed in the district, let it be 
paid only in respect of permanent im- 
provements made by the people them- 
selves. Give doles this year, and next 
year and every year you will find that the 
laziest and most disreputable men will sit 
back and wait for further doles, while the 
decent, hard-working men will be dis- 
couraged.” Even the provision of meals 
in the schools is given only a hesitating 
welcome in some quarters, and the 
decision to make these meals free was not 
unanimous, | 

CHANGED TIMES. 

Connemara was undoubtedly threatened 
with dire distress, and the publicity given.

TANGIER, Saturday. . 
Raisuli, old and very ill, is being carried 
across the Rhomarra Mountains to Riff, 
where Abdul Krim will hold a court 
martial, and try him on charges of high 
treason. 

It has already been decided in prin- 
ciple that Raisuli will not be executed, 
as he is descended from the Prophet 
Mohammed; but what is left of his life 
will be passed within the four walls of 
Abdul Krim's palace at Ait Kamara. 

The picturesque old brigand’s gtrong- 
hold, Tazarut, in the heart of the Atlas 
Mountains, has been surrounded by the 
Riff regulars from Adjoir since the middle 
of December. 

Ten times Abdul Krim summoned the 
aged Shereef to give up his allegiance to 
Spain and submit to the new Govern- 
ment, but each time Raisuli sent back 
insulting answers. 


TELEPHONED ORDER TO ATTACK. 

On Sunday, January 25, Abdul Krim, 
after many weeks of hesitation, decided 
that his obstinate rival must be destroyed 
if Western Morocco was to have interral 
peace and unity. 

He gave the order by telephone from 
Adjoir, and at midnight the Riff Mehalla 
around Tazarut attacked. The battle was 
long and furious, as Raisuli had a 
garrison of four hundred of his best fight- 
ing men to defend him. But the Shereef 
was unable to lead his men into battle 
himself, and his tribesmen were dismayed 
by the Riff regulars’ superior discipline 
and equipment. At eight o'clock in the 
morning of Monday, January 26, they 
surrendered, after 83 of their number lay 
dead on the walls of the fortress. 


RAISULI TEARS HIS BEARD. 
Raisuli, furiously and impotently 
cursing from his bed, was made prisoner 
by Caid Hamid Bashaw of Turghzuit. 
Raisuli tore out parts of his big red 
beard, and covered his face in the folds 
of his turban. No one has seen his face 
since. 
The Riffs captured :— 
506 Horses (including Raisuli’s own 
favourite one) ; 
300 Mules; 
309,000 Cartridges for Spanish Mauser 
rifles ; 
600 Used Rifles; 
206 Brand New Spanish Mausers; 
400 Automatic Revolvers ; 
Large amounts of Hand Grenades; 
12 Machine Guns; 
An enormous treasure of jewels, valu- 


able carpets, rugs, embroideries, as well 
as nearly twenty million pesetas in gold 
and silver, were also seized. 


' THE PRISONERS. 

The prisoners taken included Baisuli’s 
forty-one wives, many of them now old 
and employed only as slaves to the younger 
ones, thirty-two negro eunuchs, about eighty 
other slaves, and three hundred and seven- 
teen fighting men, besides Raisuli’s son and 


nephew. 

Sultan Abdul Krim immediately ordered 
| Raisuli and his family to be transferred to 
Riff, but the difficulty of transport proved 
enormous. There was no mule or horse 
strong enough to stand up under Raisuli’s 
weight, and a special litter had to be con- 
structed. Meanwhile the Spanish had learned 
of the capture of Tazarut, through . their 
spies, and five Spanigh aeroplanes arrived on 
the Tnesday, and bombarded the place at 
intervals throughout the day. : 

This continued throughout the week, and 
on Sunday, when I arrived there, fifty-four 
Riff regulars had been killed—the heaviest 
toll the Spanish ‘planes have ever taken, to 
my knowledge. 

had been making strenuous efforts to get 
to Tazarut from Riff in time to witness the 
capture of the Shereef, and to do so ran the 
Spanish blockade down the coast to Wad 
Lau. This proved a poor time, however, 
as Spanish torpedo boats and cruisers were 
plentiful, and we were driven ashore by their 
gons again and again. 

Striking inland from Wad Lau I arrived at 
Targhzuit—an incomparably lovely spot in 
the highest and wildest. part of the Atlas 
Mountains—on the night of January 29, only 
to learn that the battle was all over. 


ABSALOM’S JEWELS. 

Targhauit is the general headquarters of 
the Riff Army, two hours’ ride north of 
Sheshaun and six hours ride east of 
Tazarut. There Prince Mahmed—Krim’s 
brother and Commander-in-Chief of the Army 
—advised me to wait, as it was probable 
that Raisuli would arrive next day. 

He did not, but his son, Absalom, did, 
under guard of fifty Riff soldiers, and look- 
in. unutterably bored with the proceedings. 
He is a fat, stupid-looking boy of fifteen, 
and was attended by two huge negro 
eunuchs, who scowled ferociously at anyone 
coming near the young Shereef. 

The Princeling wore a good deal of 

wellery; and ate an enormous amount of 
god, but he had nothing to say on any 
subject. Early next morning he was led away 
to Riff, where he will be lodged in the 
Sultan's palace, 

That afternoon—last Saturday it was— 
shouts of muleteers and the sound of many 
marching feet came up the mountain side from 
the West. It was Raisuli's caravan from 
Tazarut at last.
